On Thursday evening as our church parking lot was 
full of people, including parishioners, who gathered 
with heavy and worrisome hearts as we watch the 
East Ridge fire. Again, I felt so helpless that all I 
could do was to fill my mind and heart with prayer. 
My helplessness with others turned to offering 
hospitably—food and drink, the use of bathrooms, a 
place to leave cars and a camper, bringing a sense 
of security to those in need. My helplessness with 
others turned to offering hospitably— giving a 
needed hug, listening and simply being present to 
people, learning what some of them took with them 
as they left their homes in a hurry. As I listened it 
seemed what they brought with them was mostly 
their pets and pictures of memories etched in their 
hearts. 


As I woke up the in the morning looking out side 
and seeing the hillside and the ridge go up in 
flames, again I found myself praying the “prayer for 
rain.” One phrase in particular hit me, “Bless them 
with the living blessings of both gentle rains to 
saturate the sun-baked earth and hard rains to 
replenish our river and dams. Then, in the words of 
the psalmists, the land will rejoice and the rivers 
will sing.” 

As the hillside and the ridge went up in flames, one 
can almost hear but for sure see the hillside, crying 
out for abundant rain. Let us join the land, 


lamenting, crying, and praying that God may 
send the rain we need to soothe the parched, 
sun-baked earth. And some time soon, we will 
make known the words of the psalmists once 
again, “the land will rejoice and the rivers will 
sing Your praises, and the hearts of all people 
will be made glad.”
